Galena nnd Dubuquo, with the view of so 
curing at Potosi thu western terminus of th 
Milwaukee Railroad, a point upon an arm o 
thu Mississippi river, situated within 5 mile 
of the contemplated western terminus of th 
Chicago nnd Mississippi Railroad, a competi 
lion with which would inevitably seriously 
impair tho commercial trade of Iho Milwaukee 
Raid, and confine its business almost oxclu

siness is generally carried on more extensive- 
ly thnn in other places ; lionco we conclude, 
that tho greater the number of cities and 
1 irgo towns, in a given extent of territory, tho 
greater tho resistance which would bo made 
to the destruction of the liquor truffle. 


3d. As n UHunl thing, Bailors and lumber* 


men are much given to tho use of intoxicating 
drinks, and as they are, to a certain extent, n 
roving, unsettled class of persons, they would 
bo uioro difficult of restraint, than an equal 
number of farmers and mechanics; and con- 
sequently, that in commuuitivH whetu (been 
classes of men weru numerous, vco might rea- 
sonably expect u much greater opposition to 
tho Maine law, than in other communities. 


•illi. It is much catiur to introduce a now 


principle of legislation, into u community com- 
posed of persons from different parts of the 
country, who aro just forming their institu 
lions, than it would bo in an old settled com- turbances »t Parts.

ed in tbo liquor business, probably ten times 
as f-rcmt as Wisconsin. A largo portion of her 
population is concontrntcd in her cities nnd 
largo villages, nnd it is in sucb places tbnt in- 
toxicating drinks are mostly sold, and that 
cnpitn! is invested. In this respect, Wiscon- 
sin has vastly tho advantage ovor Maine, in 
her facilities far enforcing this law. 


2d. Wisconsin 1ms but few cities and large 


towns. Milwaukee has a population, accord- 
ing to Ilio census of I860, of 20,051; Racine, 
5,103; Juncaville, 3,410; Kenosha, 3,360; 
nnd there nro nino other places, containing 
bolwcan 2,000 and 3,000 each. And tho bal- 
ance of our population is distributed in towns 
and villages containing populations of less 
than 2,000 each. Mnino tins many moro cities 
nnd largo viltnges limn hns Wisconsin. Fort- 
land contains a larger population than Mil- 
waukee, tho only place of any considerable 
size in Wisconsin. Muinu contains some thir- 
ty or more" cities or villages will, populations 
ranging from 4,000 to 30,000, while Wiscon- 
sin contains but thirteen places with popula- 
tions ovor 2,000. Thirteen of tho cities and 
brgo towns of Maine, to wit, Portland, 13an- 
gor, Saco, Thomnslon, Hith, Augusta, Hallo- 
rvoll, Gardiner, Uulfast, Ciistino, Brunswick, 
Frankfort, nnd Wostbrook, contain n popula- 
tion of nearly 120,000; while tho thirteen 
cities nnd villages of Wisconsin containing tha 
most numerous population, number but 03,* 
017. Tho law has been tuslnincd Sn Portland 
—why may U not bo in Milwaukee ? It has 
been sustained in tho other cities and towns 
of Maine—why may U not in the much 
smaller cities nnd villages of Wisconsin V 


3d. Mnino is emphatically a commercial 


and a lumbering Stato. As curly as 1840, 
tho value of timber annually sawed was $10,- 
000,000—an amount much larger than that 
produced by any other Stato in the Union, 
except Now York nnd Pennsylvania, whilo 
her population was much smaller than that of 
many of her sister Slates, consequently a 
Isrgo proportion of her citizens must bo en- 
gaged in this business. According to the cen- 
sus of 1840, Maino furnished moro soomcn 
than woro furnished by any other State, with 
tho exception of Massachusetts. In 1840, her 
registered shipping amounted to nearly 300,- 
000 Ions, an amount exceeded by but two 
States in tho Union—Now York and Massa- 
chusetts. Tho value of her annual exports, 
ns early as tbo year 1840, was estimated at 
512,000,000. At tho samo period sho had 
20,000 tons of shipping,engaged in fishing on 
her coasts, producing nn annual value of SI,- 
200,000. Thousands of hor sailors nnd lum- 
bermen, at particular seasons of the ycnr, are 
congregated in hor cities and large villages, 
to spend their earnings, proienting, from their 
peculiar character and habits, a moro formi- 
dable obstacle in tho way of the execution of 
this law, than any equal number of individu- 
als tbat can bo found in Wisconsin. 


4th. Maino \t an old nettled State, compar- 


ed with Wisconsin. As early as 1800, Maine 
had a population of over 120,000; while, in 
1840, Wisconsin bad but 30,000. And at the 
present .time, tho population of Maino is 
double that of Wisconsin. 


If then', they bavo succeeded in enforcing 


this law in Maine, why should wo, in Wiscon- 
sin, hesitate to follow their example ?
